Washington, April 15.—In response 
to a resolution adopted by the senate 
Feb. 18. last, at the instance of Sena­

transmitted to the senate copies of 
all letters and telegrams of complaint 
relative to 
the refusal 
of national 
banks 
to 
furnish currency 
for the 
needs of the interior banks during 
the financial stringency of last fall. 
The m atter transmitted show« that 
fifty-one 
complaints 
were 
received 
from 
forty-three 
banks. 
The 
com­ 
plaints in most instances were as to 
the 
requirements 
that 
the 
smaller 
banks should make payments In cash 
to 
the larger 
banks 
and 
the sub- 
treasuries rather than In exchange, 
which necessitated the transportation 
of large volumes of currency at the 
risk of lots and delay. 
It appear* that of the fifty-one com­ 
plaints only two elicited 
responses 
from 
the secretary, 
w'ho explained 
that the failure to m ake reply did not 
indicate that efforts were not made to 
give relief to the complaining institu­ 
tions. 
The secretary says that in or­ 
der to save time the telephone fre­ 
quently was used and by that means 
the New York, Chicago and Philadel­ 
phia banks were asked to furnish help 
where it was required. 
The responses 
by these banks, the secretary says, 
were generally prompt and liberal. As 
for the treasury itself, Mr. Cortelyou 
says that if refrained from pressing 
the banks for the immediate turning 
into the treasury of receipts on ac­ 
count of the revenues.

Helena, Mont., April 
15.— Without 
warning the great dam at Hauser lake 
on the Missouri river fifteen miles 
north of this city, partially gave way, 
causing damage estimated at 
$250,- 
000. 
No lives were loet and as far 
as can he learned no serious dam age 
has been caused by the volume of wa­ 
ter, 
estimated 
at 
about 
twenty-five 
feet, which was precipitated into the 
channel 
below 
the 
structure. 
T h e 
narrowness of the river and its inter­ 
winding course has impeded the prog­ 
ress of the water and no great loas of 
property is anticipated in the towns 
and villages north of this city. 
Hauser lake dam, 70 feet high and 
400 feet long, was completed last year 
ut a cost of more than $2,000,000, and 
developed 
a 
horsepow er 
of 
25,000, 
which was utilized In operating the 
various power plants in Helena and 
the Butte mines and the Amalgamated 
Copper company's smelter plants at 
Anaconda. 
T he break in the dam site 
will not interfere with the operation 
of the mines and other plants, as pow­ 
er is being furnished from the Canyon 
Ferry dam and tlie company’s sub­ 
station in Butte. 
The break was caused by the buck­ 
ling of steel plates near the lower ex­ 
pansion Joint. 
At the time the structure gave way 
about thirty men were at work in the 
powerhouse, which is situated about 
100 yards below the dam site on the 
north side of the river. 
It is believed 
that all those men escaped aud that 
no lives were lost at the dam. 
About 
250 feet of the dam was destroyed. 
Five dwellings occupied by employes, 
the otlice building and stable were 
washed down the river as the great 
flood of water poured through the dis­ 
membered structure.

Hauser lake dam, 70 feet high and

a horsepower 
of 25,000, 
which was utilized in operating the 
various power plants in Helena and 
the Butte mines and the Amalgamated 
Copper company’s sm elter plants at 
Anaconda. 
The break in the dam site 
j will not interfere with the operation 
of the mines and other plants, as pow­ 
er is being furnished from the Canyon 
Ferry dam and the company’s sub- 
I station in Butte. 
The break was caused by the buck­ 
ling of steel plates near the lower ex­ 
pansion jo in t 
At the time the structure gave way 
about thirty men were at work in the 
1 powerhouse, which is situated about 


J IOO yards below the dam site on the 
I north side of the river. 
It is believed 
that all those men escaped and that 
no lives were lost at the dam. 
About 
250 feet of the dam was destroyed. 
Five dwellings occupied by employes,

How many school children are there 
who are fam iliar with the history of 
their own state?

ORCHARD ON A ROCK PILL 


Remarkable Experiment In California 
M ad* by a Dradga Operator. 
Growing an orchard upon a rock 
pile would seem like horticulture In 
topsy turvy land, but this Is exactly 
what Jam es ll I^eggett. a large dredge 
operator and former orchardist, is do­ 
ing at Oroville, Cal. 
He has leveled a 
number of acres of rock pile upon land 
which be has dredged and la now 
planting this ground to figs. oranges 
and grapes. 
Not only does Leggett 
contend that the land is as well adapt* 
ed to raising fruit as before it was 
dredged, but be goes further and says 
that it Is better. 
For the past few 
years be has been experimenting and 
Is in a position to talk from actual ob­ 
servation of trees planted among rocks. 
The soil is all there, says Leggett, the 
only difference being that it has been 
transposed, and the rocks which for­ 
merly were below are now on top. 
In the land uow being planted a rich 
loam and fertilizer is thrown above 
the roots and the whole covered with 
a foot of clean washed gravel and 
rocks which have not even a suspicion 
of soli in them. 
Leggett states that he 
does not want any soli surfacing. 
Soil 
would merely allow weeds to grow, 
which would have to be cultivated to 
get rid of. 
The foot of clean rock ac­ 
complishes everything that cultivation 
would do. 
It prevents weeds from 
growing, 
conserves 
the 
water 
and, 
moreover, conserves the heat 
The 
land has been turned over and stirred 
up to bedrock. 
It has been cultivated 
as no plow could ever cultivate it. 
The fruit from the trees planted as 
experiments ou the rock piles is fully 
ten weeks ahead of the old orchards 
which existed before the land was 
dredged. 
This is on account of the 
fact that the rock surface retains the 
heat. 
Leggett states that his experi­ 
ments have demonstrated beyond pos­ 
sible doubt that all the land which was 
formerly devoted to orchards in and 
around Oroville and which has been 
torn up by the dredgers eau he re­ 
claimed for horticultural purposes.

A young Alsatian engineer. M. W eiss, 
suggests that an artificial rauge of 
mountains should be built some fifteen 
miles north and northeast of 1*81*18, in 
France. 
According to the scheme, which he 
explained, he would create a sort of 
miniature 
Switzerland 
within 
easy 
reach of the French capital by taking 
n strip of territory a mile wide by five 
miles in length and building an artifi­ 
cial range of mountains of from 3,000 
to 5.000 feet In height. 
It would, he asserts, be quite possi­ 
ble to build these mountains from huge 
blocks of cement, which would be cast 
on 
the 
spot. 
Landscape 
gardeners 
would arrange valleys and precipices. 
Streams would be artificially diverted 
and caused to fall in cascades. 
Cog­ 
wheel railways would carry the visit­ 
ors up to picturesque looking villages. 
He estim ates the scheme would cost 
$25,000,000, providing labor for 20,000 
workmen for ten years, and that It 
would he of national utility, placing 
Sw iss scenery alm ost at the gates of 
Paris. Moreover, It would form a sort 
of summer pleasure resort. In which 
thousands of people would build coun­ 
try houses to enjoy the air of the arti­ 
ficial mountains, while being able to go 
into the city to business every day.
